structure and furnishings at least 
$1350, according to an 
estimate 
made by Fire Chief John Young.

four downstairs 
rooms and the back 
porch 
was 
charred by flames, and every piece 
of furniture and household equip­ 
ment ruined 
by fire, water 
and 
smoke. 
Two rooms upstairs were 
damaged to a lesser degree by wa 
ter and smoke. 
Mrs. Graham and the housemade, 
Rebecca Gray, a negro, had just 
finished the task of cleaning

appearance of Mr. and Mrs. Wat­ 
son on July 15. 
A baby, only three weeks old, at 
once became the center of interest 
during the search for the missing 
couple. 
Watson and his wife af­ 
ter being placed in separate jail 
cells here, told conflicting stories. 
Watson claimed to have taken the 
infant to Flat River where, he said, 
he deposited in on a door step be­ 
cause, he alleged, he was not the 
child’s father. 
On another occasion he inform­ 
ed officers th at the infant had been 
left in the care of a Chaffee, Mo., 
couple. This angle was traced by

the Watsons here.

The 
note read:

Officers did not construe this to 
mean that the murder had

(Authorized by Section 4a National Industrial Recovery Act) 
During the period of the President’s emergency re-employ­ 
ment drive, that is to say, from August 1 to December 31, 1933, 
or to any earlier date of approval of a Code of Fair Competi­ 
tion to which 
he is subject, the undersigned 
hereby agrees 
with the President as follows: 
(1) 
After August 31, 1933, not to employ any person un­ 
der 16 yeaas of age, except that persons between 
14 and 16 
may be employed (but not in manufacturing or mechanical in­ 
dustries) for not to exceed 3 hours per day and those hours be­ 
tween 7 a. m. and 7 p. m. in such work as will not interfere 
with hours of day school. 
(2) 
Not to work any accounting, clerical, banking, office, 
service, or sales employees (except outside salesmen) in 
any 
store, office, department, establishment, or public utility, or on 
any automotive or horse-drawn passenger, express, delivery, or 
freight service, or in any other place or manner, for more than 
40 hours in any 1 week and not to reduce the hours of any store 
or service operation to below 52 hours in any 1 week, unless 
such hours were less than 52 hours per week before July 1, 1933, 
and in the latter case not to reduce such hours at all. 
(3) 
Not to employ any factory or mechanical worker or 
artisan more than a maximum week of 35 hours until December 
31, 1933, but with the right to work a maximum week of 40 
hours for any 6 weeks within this period; and not to employ 
any worker more than 8 hours in any 1 day. 
(4) 
The maximum hours fixeu in the foregoing paragraphs 
(2) and (3) shall nqt apply to employees in establishments em­ 
ploying not more than two persons in towns of less than 2600 
population which towns are not part of a larger trade area; 
nor to registered pharmacists or other professional persons em­ 
ployed in their profession; nor to employees in a managerial or 
executive capacity, who now receive more than $35 per week; 
nor to employees on emergency maintenance and repair work; 
nor to very special cases where restriction of hours of highly 
skilled workers on continuous processes would unavoidably re­ 
duce production but, in any such special case, a t least time and 
one-third shall be paid for hours worked in excess of the max­ 
imum. Population for the purposes of this agreement shall be 
determined by reference to the 1930 Federal census. 
(5) 
Not to pay any of the classes of employees mention­ 
ed in paragraph (2) less than $15 per week in any city of over 
500.000 population, or in the immediate trade area of such city; 
nor less than $14.50 per week in any city of between 250,000 
and 500,000 population, or the immediate trade area 
of 
such 
city; nor less than $14 per week in any city of between 2500 and 
250.000 population, or in the immediate trade area of such city; 
and in towns of less than 2500 population to increase all wages 
by not less than 20 per cent, provided that this shall not re-r 
quire wages in excess of $12 per week. 
(6) 
Not to pay any employee of the classes mentioned in 
paragraph (3) less than 40 cents per hour unless the hourly 
rate for the same class of work on July 15, 1929, was less than 
40 cents per hour, in which latter case not to pay less than the 
hourly rate on July 15, 1929, and in no event less than 30 cents 
per hour. 
It is agreed that this paragraph establishes a guar­ 
anteed minimum rate of pay regardless of whether the employee 
is compensated on thé basis of a time rate or on a piecework 
performance. 
(7) 
Not to reduce the compensation for employment now 
in excess of the minimum wages hereby agreed 
to 
(notwith­ 
standing that the hours worked in such 
employment may be 
hereby reduced) and to increase the pay for such employment by 
an equitable readjustment of all pay schedules. 
(8) 
Not to use any subterfuge to frustrate the spirit and 
intent of this agreement which is, among other things, to in­ 
crease employment by a universal covenant, to remove obstruc­ 
tions to commerce, and to shorten hours and to raise wages for 
the shorter week to a living basis. 
(9) 
Not to increase the price of any merchandise sold af­ 
ter the date hereof over the price on July 1, 1933, by more than 
is made necessary by actual increases in production, replace­ 
ment, or invoice costs of merchandise, or by taxes or other costs 
resulting from action taken pursuant to the Agricultural Ad­ 
justment Act, since July 1, 1933, and, in setting such price in­ 
creases, to give full weight to probable increases in sales vol­ 
ume and to refrain from taking profiteering advantage of the 
consuming public. 
(10) 
To support and patronize establishments which also 
have signed this agreement and are listed as members of N. R. 
A. (National Recovery Administration). 
(11) 
To co-operate to the fullest extent in having a Code 
of Fair Competition submitted by his industry at the earliest 
possible date, and in any event before September 1, 1933. 
(12) 
Where, before June 16, 1933, the undersigned 
had 
contracted to purchase goods at a fixed price for delivery dur­ 
ing the period of this agreement, the undersigned will make an 
appropriate adjustment of said fixed price to meet any increase 
in cost caused by the seller having signed this President’s Re- 
emplyoment Agreement or having become bound by any Code 
of Fair Competition approved by the President. 
(13) 
This 
agreement shall cease upon approval by the 
President of a code to which the undersigned is subject; or, if 
the N. R. A. so elects, upon submission of a code to which the 
undersigned 
is 
subject and substitution of any of 
its 
provis­ 
ions for any of the terms of this agreement. 
(14) 
It is 
agreed that any person who wishes to do 
his 
part in the President’s re-employment drive by signing 
this 
agreement, but who asserts 
that 
some particular 
provision 
hereof, because of peculiar circumstances, will create great and 
unavoidable hardship, may obtain the benefits hereof by sign­ 
ing this agreement and putting it into effect and then, in 
a 
petition approved by a representative trade association of his 
industry, or other representative organization designated by N. 
R. A., may apply for a stay of such provision pending a sum­ 
m ary investigation by N. R. A., if he agrees in such application 
to abide by the decision of such investigation. This agreement 
is entered into pursuant to section 4 (a) of the National Indus­ 
trial Recovery Act and subject to all the terms and conditions 
required by sections 7 (a) and 10 (b) of that act.

MANY ADVANTAGES 
OF SAUSAGE TOLD 


(Floyd C. Shoemaker) 


The days of volunteer fire fight­ 
ing and 
old 
hand-operated fire- 
engines in St. Louis were soon to 
close, after the City Council 
on 
August 1, 1854, passed an ordi­ 
nance approving the purchase of 
the first steam fire-engine in the 
history of the city. 
That 
date, 
the anniversary of which recurrs 
this week, marked one of the sev­ 
eral steps in the change of 
St. 
Louis from the old volunteer sys­ 
tem to the paid fire department. 
Fire-fighting had been on a vol­ 
unteer basis in St. Louis from the 
first, but not until the 1830’s were 
permanent companies 
organized. 
These companies were 
supported 
by private donations, and later by 
city aid, and had a long record of 
unselfish service and devotion 
to 
duty. 
About 
1851, 
however, 
a 
rough element that hung around 
the fire-houses 
began 
to 
cause 
trouble. 
These “hangers-on” and 
“runners” often picked fights with 
other companies, started riots, and 
indulged in pillage at fires. As 
a 
result, many citizens 
and 
older 
members of the volunteer compan­ 
ies began to oppose the old volun­ 
teer organizations. 
So serious had this problem be­ 
come that early in 1854, the Union 
Fire Company No. 2, an old com­ 
pany founded in 1832, decided to 
disband. 
Acting on a 
suggestion 
of Frederick M. Colburn, secretary 


ton King, revived the question the 
next year, as also did 
Mr. How, 
who was re-elected in 1856. 
Lack 
of finances prevented carrying out 
these 
recommendations, 
but 
in 
July, 1857, when John M. Wimer 
was mayor, 
an 
ordinance 
was 
passed creating a paid department. 
Though there were some St. Louis­ 
ans who thought it ridiculous 
to 
pay firemen wages, the new depart­ 
ment went into effect on Septem­ 
ber 14, 1857. 
So 
successful 
was 
the 
first 
steam engine, that on 
establish­ 
ment of the new department, three 
additional steam engines were or­ 
dered. 
A short time 
later 
the 
board of fire underwriters of the 
city ordered three more to present 
to St. Louis. H. Clay Sexton, the 
leader of an old volunteer company, 
became the first chief of the new 
department. 
But many of the volunteer com­ 
panies did not give up without 
fight. Attempts were made to lead 
the paid firemen into fights. False 
alarms harrassed the men, and one 
night there were thirteen 
false 
alarms turned in. There were fre­ 
quent races to obtain and hold the 
water plugs nearest the fire. 
The year 1858 saw the disband­ 
ing of the last volunteer company, 
and the celebration of the first an­ 
niversary of the new paid fire de­ 
partment of St. Louis. 
On Sep­ 
tember 14, 1858, the department 
held a great parade in which eight 
steam engines and their hose car- 
of the company, the members de- riages 
were 
displayed. 
All en- 
cided on June 22, 1854, to disband, 
sell all their property, and present 
to St. Louis a steam fire engine to 
be called ‘Old Union No. 2”. This 
action, adopted by 
the 
company 
with great enthusiasm, 
won 
for 
Colburn the title of father of the 
steam fire department of St. Louis. 
The St. Louis city council 
ac­ 
cepted the offer of the company on 
August 1, 1854, and thereby paved 
the way for obtaining the 
first 
steam fire engine used in St. Louis. 
The Union Company sold its pro­ 
perty for $11,000 and ordered an 
engine from Abel Shawk of Cin­ 
cinnati, Ohio. 
The completed engine arrived on 
the east bank of the 
Mississippi 
River on December 26, 1855 
and 
was drawn by a team across 
the 
frozen surface of the river to St. 
Louis for $100. A vast crowd, in- 


gines were drawn by four horses 
each, except the Old Union No. 2, 
which was 
heavier 
and required 
six horses. A t three o’clock in the 
afternoon at Fifth and Pine, a per­ 
formance of water throwing 
was 
given by the men with the various 
engines. 
It may be of intreest to 
know that the last horses in 
the 
St. Louis department made 
their 
final run as late as 1927.

After the shortening is chosen, 
the method of combining it with 
the other ingredients is of utmost 
importance. The object is to com­ 
bine the fat and flour in such a way

flour. Then as the fa t melts, it sep­ 


arates the flour and makes a fli 
crust. 
Some experienced pie-m 
ers combine the fa t and the fl 
with deft finger tips, but as a l 
it is much safer to cut the fa t 
to the flour between two knives 
scissor-like fashion, until the pa 
icles of fat are the size of wh 
kernels.

PIE FAVORITE OF OUR 
MANY TASTY DESSERTS 


Though fashions come and fash­ 
ions go, pie remains 
the 
great 
American dessert. 
Especially for 
the men, there is nothing 
which 
puts the final finishing touch to the 
meal as does a good-sized piece of 
pie. 
W hether ’tis 
apple 
or cherry, 
rhubarb or berry, or any number 
of the other varieites, it is a great 
favorite if properly made. There is 
nothing had about pie-making, but 
it does require a little care in 
the 
selecting and 
combining 
of 
th€ 
materials. 
The selection of materials 
has 
more to do with making a tender 
flaky pie cruat than most house­ 
wives imagine, and 
especially 
is 
this true of the shortening. 
For 
many years lard has been consid­ 
ered the best shortening for pastry 
making. 
“Our 
grandm others 
learned from experience that lard 
was best; now it has been proved 
by scientific tests that lard is the 
shortening par excellence”, 
says 
Inez S. Willson, home economist. 
Surely, those who are watching 
the food budget these days will be 
interested in this fact, for lard is 
the most economical household fat 
on the m arket. 
Due to 
the 
ex­ 
tremely low cost of lard, pies can 
be made 
at a 
much lower cost 
than many other desserts. 
A fter the shortening is chosen, 
the method of combining it 
with 
the other ingredients is of utmost 
importance. 
The object is to com­ 
bine the fat and flour in such a way 
that the fat is in particles 
which 
are coated on 
the 
outside 
with 
flour. Then as the fat melts, it sep-

arates the flour and makes a fli 
crust. 
Some experienced i>ie-m 
ers combine the fat and the ff 
with deft finger tips, but as a r 
it is much safer to cut the fat

kernels. 
Just enough moisture 
is ad 
to hold the particles together, 
more, no less. 
Sprinkle
